Formerly, Social Security numbers 
were used to file students’ records. but 
some problems using that system have 
ceurred) According to Assistant 
Registrar Chuck Hines. much trme 
will be saved when students request to 
see their files. In the past, in order to 
retrieve a file, the Social Security 

imber had to be looked up before a 
tile could be produced. Now, only the 


ist Name is necessary 


In addition, Hines says some 
students who leay« the university to 
return two or three years later, change 
their Social Secunmty numbers. In 
order to minimize problems finding 
the old number and the file the 
student's name is sufficient under the 
new system to retrieve the file. And. if 
for some reason, the first two digits on 
the file are reversed, immense retrieval 
problems would result’ Hines says 
under the alphabetical listing, the file 
will be much easier to find 

Hines said the school may not be 
allowed to use social security numbers 
in the near future The federal 
government has been worried over

! asked him why he and Howard 
nave lived together so long. since | had 
heard that gays usually live alone 

“Oh. Howard and ! are practicalls 
marned. In fact. we've thought about 
doing it. going some where where thes 
don’t care who they marry as long as 
they get paid. but w: never got around 
to it. We really dor t need to do anvth 
ing like that | think we've both come 
to the conclusion that we'll always be 
together, We're kind of a habit with 
each other by this time, | think 

| found that not all of the men on 
the levee were gay. One time that | 
went there | found two men with three 
small children fishing down at the

ons giving each other the eye.” 








Fulbright scholarships 
awarded to CSUS pair

German language student Karen 
Parvin and CSUS German professor 
Dr Robert R. Catura have been 
awarded prestigious Fulbright 
scholarships to do research in Ger- 
many. This is Catura’s third Fulbright 
ind the German department's fourth 
n the past few vears 

Parvin will be attending a vet 
undecided German university where 
she will be doimg post graduate 
research in German Literature Her 
scholarship is for one year Preston 
Stegenga. director of the CSUS Inter- 
national Center and CSUS Fulbright 
representative, said Karen will have 
the unique opportunity to meet key 
top German government officials. Her 
American contacts in Germany will be 
the LS. embassy cultural attache She 
is one of a thousand US. students to 
win the award this year 

As a student, Catura won a full 
year Fulbright scholarship. This will 
be his second Fulbright summer 
program. He will be attending the 
Goethe Institute for three weeks. Lec- 
tures, Museum trips and studying the 
German language wil! be his activities 
\ final three weeks will be spent in 
either Berlin or Munich 

Catura ts one of 25 Amencan 
professors to recetve the Fulbright 
summer scholarship this year. “I'm 
quite lucky.” said Catura “Upto now 
the awards went to only assistant 


professors. This is the first time it has 
been awarded to associate and full 
professors.” Catura said he will use 
much of wiat he learns in Germany in 
his classes next year 


Another German language 
student, Ralph Turrentine has been 
awarded an Exchange Scholarship to 
the University of Mainz, West Ger- 
many. Turrentine, who will attend 
Mainz for one year, will be taking 
classes for credit towards a Masters 
Degree 


German department chair Dr 
William Sullivan, himself a former 
Fulbright scholar, said the 
department's success is a “reflection 
on the quality of the faculty, students 
and education.” 


In addition to the German 
Department awards, engineering 
professor Dr. William Happ has been 
‘warded a full year Fulbright to studs 
in South Amenca. Happ ts the former 
Dean of the School of Engineering 

Another German department 
protessor Dr Marjorie Wade 
received a National Endowment for 
the Humanities grant to do research at 
Stantord University this summer. She 
plans to attend a seminar on com 
parative literature and to research the 
late Emperor Maximillian’s 
autobiography, the subject of her doc- 
toral dissertation

ding agencies available to the Univer- 
sity than to ASI 


Payne says it’s important for ASI ° 


to retain ownership of the lights and 
stands because they comprise about 
2 Sof their corporate assets. She feels 
that the equipment ts legally ASI's

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Bill of Rights is anti-faculty

by Patt Payne. ASI Senate Chair 
reprinted in the May 3. 1977 State 
Hornet under the head “Why Delay 
our Bill of Rights.” 

To begin, let me reiterate the 
Faculty Senate's interest in and sup- 
port tor a student bill of nights. The 
document which the Student Senate 
passed on January 27. 1977 by a 
unanimous vote ts not a student bill of 
rights, it ts instead a criminal code for 
protessors' The bulk of the document 
nandates acton. on the part of the 

'y To recuce the length of this 
tigi . sist quote with comment 
some of the more sahent portions of 
the purported “Student Bill of Rights” 
to which Ms Payne refers. All 
references are to the longest section of 
the document which 1s entitled 
“Rights in the Classroom.” 

A.“ tis the responsibility of the 
instructor to take every precaution to 


commentary 


insure that what is presented 1s the 
truth as it is Known at that moment 
and as it is best documented. If the 
instructor's presentation is in the area 
of opinion, or belief, the instructor 
must make this clear to students.” 

With the possible exception of 
mathematics, most faculty members 
present few things in class which are 
“truth” “Truth” is for Jesuits and 
Scholastics Perhaps. each instructor 
should begin a course by saving: “All 
matenals presented represent the 
academy's best estimate of reality 
based on statistical inference and or 
conjecture, hypotheses. and theones 
and or enticism and or opinion.” In 
short, the statement ts not operational! 
in an institution of higher education 
(nor any other bona fide educational 
context) 

E. “. Students have the right to 
have all tests and papers returned to 
them by the last academic day of each 
semester.” 

Many departments instructors 
give standardized examinat.ons and 
use all, many, or some of the same 
questions over a period of ume. The 
confidentiality of these tests would, of 
course, he abrogated with this re- 
quirement 

G “Students have the right to ex- 
pect all instructors to schedule a high 
proportion of their release time for 
student conferences. This release tir 
onstitutes 206 of the instruc 
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workload” 

Outside of vagueness what is a

Which program? Are we going 
back to a scandal ridden 
educationally suspect program such as 
was operated by David Shell a few 
years ago’ 

And so it goes the faculty shall do 
this. the faculty shalldothat Ignoring 
problems of grammar and syntax 
evidence of anti - intellectualism (such 
as the use of the word “truth”), the 
sweeping quality of the statements of 
faculty responsibility without neces- 
sary qualifiers, the document has a 





chilling and frightening aspect. All of 
these provisions have been made en- 
forceable. PUNITIVE action may be 
taken against any faculty member who 
any student thinks has violated any 
provision of this shoddy document 

The final stage of the disciplinary 
action against the faculty member 1s 
an appeal board that consists of the 
Dean of Students, a student appointed 
by the ASI, and the Academic Vice 
} esident: two administrators, neither 
of whom have been considered by the 
faculty to be verv supportive of faculty 
nghts, a student. but no one to 
represent faculty interests

Professor Harry Aron was assigned by 
the Executive Committee of the 
Faculty Senate to work with student 
government to develop a document 
that truly granted student rights and

did not have a punitive tenor toward 
the faculty, which was grammatically 
sound, and which contained writing at 
least near the college level 

At some juncture, Senate ( hair 
Payne informed the Faculty Senate 
that she wanted this document and no 
other. Not one word could be 
changed The document was chiseled 
in concrete 

The history of this Bill of Rignts ys 
very interesting. A substantia! portior 
of the document was written in the 
Dean of Students Office a! some 
unspecified time in the past The 
present student government leader 
ship only knows that a commiuttec 
somewhere in the past put it together 
but as to who wrote what. there seems 
to be ne record. All that 1s clear is that 
this document was not written my the 
present Student Senate. And 
must remain inviolate, it cannot be 
changed’ 

The faculty cannot put another 
weapon in the hands of this ad 
ministration to become a further agent 
of oppression We want students to 
have rights. | personally will go down 
fo the wire to support a strong 
torcetul, meaningful Bill with teeth 
The problem with this document is 
that it is not pro student but rather it is 
anti - faculty 

| have told Patti that if she brought 
in the AAUP. student rights 
document or something like it, I'd sup 
port her all the way My whole 
educational tradition and experience 
has made me an avid proponent of 
only providing the strongest kinds of 
guarantees for students but | also 
avidly support the creation of substan 
tive measures being built into any 
document to protect those rights. But 
the enforcement measures must in 
clude due process due process for the 
student and due process for the 1 
volved faculty member
